Dear Mr. Taylor: 


Dr. Lyman J. Olsen, Director of the State Board of Health 


contacted our county board of health and pointed out to 
them of the unlawful disposal of solid waste in an 
abandoned borrow pit “off from Highway 40 near the 

fork of Co-op Creek in Strawberry Valley”. 


Open burning was also observed and this violates 
Section 2-1 of the air conversation regulations. 


Use of the pit violates county ordinance No. 41-4 
which requires trash, garbage, or other waste materials 
to be disposed of only in areas designated by Wasatch 
County as land fill areas. 


People observed using the pit are operators of boat 
camps and commercial establishments around the reservoir 
as well as the State Division of Wildlife Resources. 


The major part of the problem apparently arose when 
Strawberry Water Users failed to dispose of solid waste 
materials as was done last year, although you are col- 
lecting the fee for such disposal. This fee was a 
mutual arrangement made with Wasatch County in recent 
years. 


If you are collecting a fee to be used for garbage 
disposal then you should assume the responsibility to 
dispose of the garbage.

People of his office report that two employees of the 
State Division of Wildlife Resources were observed un- 
loading refuge from a DWR Pickup Truck in this un- 
authorized garbage dump. 


Please be advised that garbage can be disposed of in 
Wasatch County only in authorized land fill areas. 


At the present time the only authorized land fill 
area in Wasatch County is at the West end of the 
airport located in Heber Valley. 


Cooperation of your department in observing Ordinances 
governing the disposal of waste material will be 
appreciated.

In a letter dated September 27, 1972 (enclosed) plans for the 
Hitching Post Mobile Home Park's water works System were conditionally i 
approved. Because the well source was drilled through a strata con- i 
sisting entirely of cobbles and boulders, it was considered at best 
a marginal water supply source and provision was made at that time t 
for regular testing of the well water before and after chlorination in 
an attempt to determine if and when this source should be abandoned. 
It is now noted that none of the conditions under which the approval 
was given have been met. 7 


= Recently, several complaints have been received in the Wasatch 
County Health Offices’ concerning the water supply for the Hitching Post 


Trailer Park. in response to these complaints members of our staff, 
assisting the Wasatch County Officials on two different occasions, have 
taken a total of 4 water samples for bacteriologjc analysis. The two 
Samples which you submitted on August 21, 1975 have also been received. 
The results of the analyses of these Samples indicate that an extremely 


high level of bacterial contamination was present in five of the six samples ` 


indicating that a definite health hazard currently exists. 


| Therefore, you are hereby ordered to inform all users of water from. 
the water works svstem to boil all water used jor arinking purooses and 
other related activities. this would include the Staraust Inn and Cave, 
the residents of tne Hitching Post Mobile Home Park and any other con- 
nections to the system. This Order will remain in effect until you are 
otherwise informed by this office. l

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Although additional sampling procedures.are being conducted which 
PN will provide more details, information now available indicates that the 
E present water supply source should be abandoned and a new source 
poi -= should be obtained as quickly as possible.

If your camp has been disposing waste material in this 
pit please desist from further use of the pit. The only 
place that garbage can be disposed of in Wasatch County 
is in authorized land fill areas. At the present time 
there is only one such land fill area in Wasatch County 
and that is located at the West end of the airport in 
Heber City. 


The Strawberry Water Users have been collecting a fee 
from people who use the facilities around the reservoir 
and it was intended that this fee be used to help dispose 
of the garbage. 


Perhaps you would like to contact the Strawberry Water 
Users Association and work in cooperation with them in 
disposing of your solid waste material.
